Iron Mountain train No. 56, known as the 
“Fast Texas Special,’’ due at Union Station 
at 7:3 o'clock, was wrecked on a curve 
while passing - through the village of 
Hematite at 6:12 c’olock Saturday morning. 

The engine was overturned and Engineer 
Willlam J. Franey and Fireman Philip 
Childs were killed instantly. 

The entire train was derailed, but none of 
the cars were overturned, and so far as 
known no passenger was ser‘ously injured. 

Hematite is 36 miles from St. Louis. The 
train was spéeding north and just as it 
started to round a curve the engineer saw 
a cow on the track a few yards ahead of 
him. He reversed his lever, but as the 
train was running at fully 40 miles per 
hour, it could not be stopped in time to 
prevent the collision. 

The locomotive struck the animal with ter- 
rific force, The cow was not knocked off the 
track by the pilot. In some inexplicable man- 
ner the cow got beneath the engine’s wheels. 
The locomotive leaped from the embank- 
ment, rolled twice completely over and 
almost crashed through the front of Byrd 
& Bon's store on Main street. 

There was no chance for the men in the 
locomotive to jump. They fell under the 
mass of metal and the life was instantly 
crushed out of them. 

The train consisted of a combination mail, 
baggage and express car, one day coach, 
two chair cars and two sleeping cars. All 
the cars left the track, but none of the 
coaches were overturned, The employes in 
the combination baggage car were thrown 
across the car when the crash came. They 
were more or less bruiseli, but it is not 
thought that any were seriously injured. 

Although the derailed coaches ran sey- 
era] feet on the ties, the passengers suf. 
fered little beyond a slight jolting and a 
great fright. 


The first reports of the wreck were that 
great loss of life had occurred and that 
many persons were injured, 

The company’s officials ordered a specia! 
train with surgeons sent from 8t. Louis, 
and at 7 o’clock the extra left for the 
ecene of the accident. Surgeons from De 
Soto, south of where the accident occurred, 
Were also conveyed to Hematite on a 
@pecial train, 

Mr. Robinson, chief clerk in the genera] 
manager's office, St. Louis, said at 11 o'clock 
Saturday morning that his report showed 
that aside.from the killing of the engineer 
and fireman but two persons were injured, 
They were passengers and his advices were 
that their injuries were slight. He could not 
say whether the passengers injured were 
men or women, and had received no report 
as to names, 

General Superintendent Peck and Chief 
Surgeon Dr. Warren RB. Outten were in 
charge of the special train that left for 
the wreck. The wrecking train was sent 
from De Soto. The track was injured but 
littie and not a great time was consumed 
in getting the engine and cars back on the 
track. 

A apecial train brought the dead and in- 
jured passengers and train crew to 8&t. 
Louis, arriving at Union Station at 2:30. 
The dead were taken to an undertaker's to 
be prepared for burial and the injured to 
their homes or hospitais, as they preferred.

“DEATH TRAP 


Six Firemen Instantly Killed 
in Boston.

ROOF OF THE BUILDING FELL. 


The Men Were on the Fourth Floor 
With Hose When the Roof and 
Walls Collapsed and All 
Went Down. 


BOSTON, Mass., Feb. 5.—The bodies of 
six firemen, among them that of District 
Chief Egan, have just been taken from the 
ruins of the Bent building, which took fire 
at 4 o’clock this morning.

The building burned was a five-story 
structure on Merrimac street, occupied by 
G. W. Bent & Co., manufacturers of beds, 
bedding, etc. 

The fire is supposed to have started in the 
rear of the fourth story. The firemen had 
entered a window and were at work on the 
fourth floor when the roof collapsed, tearing 
away the top floor and the one on which 
the firemen were engaged, burying them be- 
neath the wreck. 

A REGULAR FIRE TRAP. 

The alarm was sounded at 3:58 The build- 
ing was filled with the most inflammable 
materials. It was joined on the east by a 
three-story tenement, on the west was sep- 
@rated by a narrow alley from a similar 
structure, while in the rear of the tenement 
house on South Margin street is a narrow 
light well, 

So quickly did the flames spread to the 
fourth and fifth stories that within a few 
minutes the three upper stories rear and 
the third story front were a seething fur- 
nace of flames, and there was no prospect 
that the firemen would be able to save any- 
thing above the second story. 

The fight was made at the start by the 
stairways, but soon the firemen were driv- 
en back by hot air explosions and a suffo- 
cating smoke, and. were obliged to fight 
from the other side. Two ladders were 
raised on the front, as were also several 
of the longest extension ladders, while 
streams were carried through the South 
Margin street tenements, from the back 
windows of which floods were poured into 
the flerce furnace. 

THB ROOF FELL. 

The fire was nearly under control at the 
time of the accident. The men of engine 7 
were on the fourth floor and eng'nes 388 and 
39 on the second floor when the rear section 
of the roof collapsed, carrying down por- 
tions of all the floors through the basement 
and burying the firemen beneath a great 
mass of debris. A hasty canvass of the 
members of the department showed that 
ten men were missing. The first man to be 
taken out was Edward Shay, who was 
found about 40 feet from the front of the 
building on the extreme west, pinned be- 
tween the timber, about midway between 
the first and second floors, having fallen 
from the fifth floor. As he was taken out 
he said to those who were removing h'm: 
“Don't bother about me. Get the other 
fellows that are in there.’’

Overin a corner of the cellar the body of 
Buchrer, the head of the nouse, dangled 
from the end of a rope which was fastened 
to a joist. 

Buchrer was apparently dead. 

Glockette ran from the cellar and gave the 
alarm, 

A doctor came and when Buchrer was 
taken out of the improvised noose he showed 
signs of life. His physician says he will re- 
cover, 

No reason is given for Buchrer’s attempt 


to kill himself. . 
Mrs. Buchrer says he ate breakfast as us- 


ual Saturday morning and gave no hint of | 


his desperate intentions. He left the dimin 
room immedately after the morning mea 
and his absence caused no concern until 
8:15 o'clock, when Butcher Glockette 
brought the tnformation of his asatartling 
decovery in the cellar. 

Buchrer'’s home life was apparently hap- 
py, and his family say they cannot account 
for his desire to die. He is a sidewalk 
contractor, 42 years old, well known itn St.

DAYS AND A RELIGIOUS BOYCOTT, 


A Sectarian Weekly Paper Leads in a Move- 


ment to Punish a Piscatorial Dealer. 


PICTURES ON HIS CALENDAR THE 
-* CAUSE OF BITTER DENUNCIATIONS. 


The Reverend Editor Has Prcbably Laid Himself Liable to 
Criminal Prosecution in the United States Courts, a 
Damage Suit and Still Has the Broad-Minded 
Archbishop of St. Louis to Reckon With. 


A Second street fish-dealing firm issued 
an advertising calendar for 1898. It desig- 
nated holy days and fast days in red ink. 
To add to its attractiveness small wood 
cuts of distinguished Cathol'c and Episco- 
palian churchmen were printed on the hold- 
er. The firm was seemingly satisfied with 
its enterprise and distributed its. calendars. 
* Yesterday the fish dealers received an un- 
pleasant surprise by a venemous denuncia- 
tion by a weekly sectarian paper, which 
advertises Rev. Patrick Dooley as its gen- 
eral manager. 

The fish ¢alendar is editorially denounced 
as ‘an infamous production.”” The paper 
has a long list of “approbations’’ at the 
head of its editor al columns, but in that 
list the name of the broad-minded Arch- 
bishop of St. Louls does not appear. 

A Catholic layman to-day said: ‘“‘Arch- 
bishop Kain has positive views on publica- 
tions of the type of the Rev. Mr. Dooley’s 
weekly; and this thing may be the occa- 
sion for expressing them. He once before 
took action in a case which really gave less 
scandal than this unchristian instance of 
idiocy. 

“I really believe the article comes fully 
within the law and that under the Un'ted 
States statute anyone as.narrow minded 
on the other side might begin a criminal 
prosecution for an attempt to excite a boy- 
cott. The language is unmistakable. Cath- 
olic laymen will generally resent this. If 
I were on a jury in a suit for damages or 
a boycott prosecution I would find against 
the editor. 

Note the contrast between the Archbish- 
op’s personal action in consenting to the 
use of his name as vice-president at the 
coming Salvation Army meeting and this 
rabid frothing over a fish dealer’s calendar. 
If I did not make a mistake the Rev. Mr. 
Dooley will hear from the Archbishop.” 

REV. DOOLEY’'S ATTACK. 

The article is as follows: 


The Trask Fish Co. of this city are 
trying to serve God and Mammon at 
once, and, like all persons who make 
the attempt, they will find in the end 
that they have the worst of the bargain.

TRACING COUNTERFEITERS 


The $100 Frauds Believed tu Have 
Been Made in Canada. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—There fs strong 
reason to belive the counterfeit $100 silver 
certificate recently discovered were made 
in Canada. Secret service agents, aided by 
Canadian police are now searching through 
that region, their efforts being principally 
directed to the province of Quebec. Ex- 
traordinary pains are being taken to trace 
all paper of the kind on which the Canadian 
notes are being printed, with the idea that 
it may have been from this source that 
the paper used by the counterfeiters was ob- 
tained. 

Great care is taken in Canada, as here, 
to prevent any of this paper being obtained 
by outside persons, but it is understood 
that defects have been discovered in the 
Qanadian offices, whereby the paper might 
have been stolen. At the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing here every sheet of paper is numbered 
and must be rigidly accounted for. 
It is obvious that counterfeit United 
States notes, made abroad and brought to 
this oountry for. circulation, expose the 
criminals to far less danger of detection. It 
increases the possibility already discussed 
that British engravers did the work and 
vastly enlarges the number of men who 
have to be shadowed. 

It is understood that every engraver who 
has ‘been employed in Government offices, 
both here and in Canada, and who is known 
to be of sufficient ability to have done the 
work, is now under constant surveillance. 
It is believed another counterfeit will soon 
follow the first, asses the criminals are 
run down and-arrested. 

About $9,000,000 of the $26,000,000 of $100 cer- 
tificates originally outstanding have been 
turned into the Treasury for redemption, 
and 19 counterfeits have been found,

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AN OBVIOUS LESSON 
In view of the condition of the streets of the 
eity and of the vigorous demand for better 


streets, one reads with amazement the protests 
of property owners before the Board of Public 
Improvements against plans of street improve- 
ments. 

In yesterday's hearing on street improvements 
every bill, with one or two exceptions, was op- 
posed by representatives of two-thirds of the 
property owners Citizens of wealth and high 
standing denied the necessity for the improve- 
ments and protested against the cost. 

If this is the temper of property owners con- 
cerning improvements which touched their prop- 
erty it would appear to bea difficult task to un- 
dertake general improvements under the present 
lav, or to so change the law as to secure better 
methods. Of course.these protests were the pro- 
tests of citizens affected by particular improve- 
nents, yet the incident is discouraging. ., 

Sut it should be noted that the protests con- 
cerned streets which have been improved at con- 
siderable cost to the owners. The opposed pro- 
posals were for the reconstruction of streets on 
which the work was so badly done as to be prac- 
tically ef no value. 

In the report of the Good Streets Commission 
one of the points of condemnation of the system 
of street Improvement followed in this city is the 
manner of construction. Many of our streets 
have been wretchedly constructed, both in the 
matter of material and of workmanship. The 
money expended on them has been practically 
thrown away and it {ts little wonder that citi- 
zens who have paid large bills for street con- 
struction should protest against the payment of 
large bills for reconstruction. 

The lesson is obvious. The penalty for dls- 
honesty and bad work is popular disgust and 
opposition to new improvements. The situation 
emphasizes the wisdom of the Post-Dispatch’s 
suggestion of a plan of procedure which will 
Guarantee honest expenditure and good work.

Joseph Leiter now holds more than one-third of 
the visible supply of contract wheat in the United 
States and Canada. He has bought options on 
enough to bring his holdings up to two-thirds of 
the visible supply. 

Mr. Leiter has at command a large amount of 
capital. It is not probable that he has enough to 
actually hold this vast amount of wheat or to 
buy in the entire supply. His object is merely to 
control enough to force the market to a price 
v hich will yleld*him a handsome fortune. 

Put the possibility of forming a combine in the 
present situation for the control of the entire 
visible supply is suggested by Mr. Leiter’s 
achievement. The addition of a Rockefeller or a 
lilavemeyer to the combine in the present situa- 
tion would give it absolute control of the wheat 


market. 

The public would be at the mercy of the com- 
bine. No conqueror ever wielded greater power 
of oppression or a stronger means of levying trib- 
ute than such a combine would possess.

An Associated Press dispatch this morn- 
me brings word from Buffalo that National 
League Umpire Tim Hurst has accepted the 
terms of the directors of the St. Luuis 
club of the National League, and will man- 
gege the club during the coming season. This 
information is probably rellable and means 
that Hurst has really quit the League staff 
of umpires and is reaky going to come to 


St-Louls. 


Tf auch is really a fact and ‘the Associated 
é} Tés has a record for dealing in facts only, 
then the news that Hurst is coming here, is 
the best the St. Louis followers of base ball 
2ave heard in years. 


Tim Hurst is a hustling, pushing fellow, 
and if anyone can beat the St. Louis clup 
into shape the can. 

Hurst is a young and enterprising gentle- 
man. tle was born June 20, 1865, at Ash- 
land, Pa., and started out as an umpire for 
the Pennsylvania State League in 1888, flin- 
ishing the season there. In 1889 he went to 
the Southern League, which, however, dis- 
handed in July of that year, and he finished 
the season as an umpire in the Western As- 
f£0clation. In 189% he was engaged by the 
oficials of the M‘nneapolis Club to manage 
their team, which had an exciting finish 
that vear with the Kansas City for the 
championship of that association, the lat- 
fer Winning it by capturing the last game 
of the season. In 1891 Hurst was signed by 
President N. FE. Young as one of the offi- 
cial umpires of the staff of the National 
League, and has been re-engaged at the 
beginning of each season ever since, except 
that. of 189%, when some of the clubs ob- 
jected to him because he was the official 
referee of professional boxing matches. 


When it became known that he was not to 
be a major league umpire he was immediate- 
ly engaged by President P. T. Powers of 
the Eastern League, and remained with the 
latter until August, 1895, when arrangements 
were completed whereby he was released, to 
enable President Young to re-engage him for 
‘the major league. Mr. Young’s action was 
heartily indorsed by both the press and the 
penton of the game over the entire major 
eague circuit. While the public has not al- 
ways agreed with the decisions given bv 
Umpire Hurst, it has conceded one thing, 
and that is that he is strictly honest, impar- 
tial and fearless. Hurst has a good eye, 
anger of wind and strong muscles, Bes'dey, 
i@ is active, has pluck and the ability to 
judge quickly, without the thought of con- 
sequences, and that is what makes him one 
of-the best umpires that ever stood behind 
the home plate. Some people think he js 
something of a tyrant on the bail field, but 
if it were not for his promptness in checking 
the belligerent actions of unruly players, 
there are times when the games would end 
in small riots. It is his keeping the men in 
their places and making them attend strict- 
ly to their work that has made him so suc- 
cessful and generally respected. 


Should Hurst prove just one-half as good 
A manager as he was an umpire, then St. 
Louis will indeed be lucky in securing his 
services.

THE OUTLAW HORSES WILL NOT 
BE REINSTATED BY THE 
TURF CONGRESS. 


WESTERN TURF CONGRESS. 


It May Not Hold Another Regular 
Meeting Until Next Fall 
or Winter.

Every day the Post-Dispatch ts asked if 
the outlaw horses are really to be rein- 
stated and placed in good standing by the 
Western Turf Congress. 


All that is known in this direction is that 
when the outlaw turfmen in the West were 
reinstated a prominent member of the 
Western Turf Congress stated that it wae 
the intention of that body to reinstate the 
horses at A later meeting, and that that 
course had actually been agreed on. 


Since the others just as high up tn Turf 
Congress circles as the individual above 
quoted have said that there is no chance on 
earth for the outlaw horses, 


‘‘The turf,”’ said he, “ig already burdened 
with that class of horses. There are too 
many of them, and to reinstate the out- 
laws would be put to add to this undesir- 
able number. ut it down as an assured 
fact: The outlaw horses will not be rein- 
stated,” 

It would appear as though this last 
speaker spoke by the card and as though 
there was no chance for the reinstatement 
of the horses, 


In*the hope that their outlaw horses will 
be reinstated many owners are holding on 
to their prapees where if there was no 
chance for their reinstatement they would 
sell their horses for a song or give them 
away. Taking one thing into consideration 
with another it looks as though there was 
no hope for them and as though they would 
do well to get rid of their horses without 
delay. 


The Western Turf Congress has now no 
set time for its meetings: One may not be 
held again until next fall and so that alone 
proves there is no chance for the outlaws 
for a long while at least. 


Next Monday will witness a big fight be- 
tween the outlaw tracks in the East. Elk- 
ton is to begin racing next Monday in oppo- 
sition to Singerly. It is said by those in the 
know that Elkton’s demand is made in the 
hope that the scene of operations would be 
shifted from Singerly to Elkton, in which 
case the Singerly people would be asked to 
lease Elkton at the rate of $100 a day. The 
Elkton people assert that if they are beaten 
in the coming fight they can stop racing in 
24 hours. Up to last accounts the Singerly- 
Iron Hill combine has refused all overtures 
from klkton, and the clash is expected on 
Monday next. It is not likely that Elkton 
will make any successful fight against 
Singerly.

It Can Be Preserved Profitably Only by 
a New Anchor Line. 


President Sharp of the Merchants’ 
change will appoint a committee to act 
with the Mississipp! River Committce of 
the Business Men’s League in placing the 
lower river trade on as good a footing 
as it maintained when the Anchor Line 
boats were running. 

‘TI presume it will take in the neighbor- 
hood of half a million dollars capital to 
establish a line of boats from here to New 
Orleans,’’ said Marcus Bernheimer, ex- 
President of the Merchants’ Exchange, “It 
will be worth that much to the city and 
to the stockholders of the company. 

“What we need is a line of freight -boats, 
built for carrying freight and with little or 
mo provision for passengers. That is a 
source of considerable expense and does not 
pay, While the freight pays handsomely. 
Four boats such as are needed could be 
built for $25,000 apiece, and the remainder 
of the capital would give the company 
funds to operate with.’

A man who once was a king and who 
ruled the English and American tribes of 
gypsies in the United States, is a pauper 
patient at the City Hospital. He is the 
gypsy who ever received treatment 
far as Dr. Otto Sutter can re-

Hle known to the gypsies as King 
Michael Botkin IX., and he is a direct 
descendant from the oldest Romany chiefs 
that invaded England many centuries ago. 

The general] of trolley cars in the 
cities and bicycles in both cities and coun- 
try made the business of horse trading un- 
profitable, and the gypsies’ specialty Is 
horse trading. The tribes of which King 
Michael was ruler began to gamble, drink 
and steal and bring disgrace on the name 
and Michael decided to terminate his reign.

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JUNKETERS REPORT 


CITY ASSEMBLYMEN TALKED TO 
BY THOSE WHO SWUNG 
AROUND THE CIRCLE. 


OTHER CITIES’ BETTER STREETS 


Comptroller Refuses to Find Money for 
More Policemen—Garbage Con- 
tract Reported. 


Both houses of the Municipal. Assembly 
listened Friday night to the detailed ac- 
count the good streets junketers had to 
give of their swing around the circle of 
the big cities in quest of information of 
how to make and clean streets. 

The junketers visited Detroit, Buffalo, 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia and Wash- 
ington and recounted what they saw and 
learned about streets and street-making in 
each city. They agree that nowhere did 
they find euch poorly paved and miserably 
dirty streets as St. Louis has. 

They attribute this to a lack of money 
and poor construction. The remedy sug- 
gested is the adoption of charter amend- 
ments that whll abolish the 25 per cent cash 


payment clause, and authorize street work 
to be paid for on the installment plan of 
at least six years, and also the compulsion 
of contractors to furnish gilt-edge bonds, 
guaranteeing their work for a term of five, 
ten or fifteen years, if necessary. 

It ts also suggested that in order to se- 
cure competition for street contracts the 
charter will have to be amended, providing 
for alternative bids. The City Counselor 
now tholds that the Board of Public Im- 
provements shall specifically name the ma- 
terial to be used. This is disadvantageous 
to the city, both as to price and the class 
of material. 

The report is unanimous against the city 
ever investing another dollar in macadam 
streets. Asphalt, vitrified brick and gran- 
ite are the materials that other cities are 
using, and it-is easier to keep clean. 

The cost of street cleaning ts an interest- 
ing item in every city visited. . The report 
shows that Detroit cleans her 254 miles of 
improved streets for $120,000 a year; Buffalo 
321 miles for $150,000; Boston 448 miles for 
$325,000 (Boston has 356 miles of macadam 
streets); New York (Manhattan borough 
460 miles, $3,200,000, and for hauling an 
cleaning away snow $450,000; Philadelphia 
1002 miles, $496,000 (191 miles of macadam); 
Washington 191 miles, $135,000. 

In this connection it is shown the per- 
centage of miles paved with asphalt in 
each city is as follows: Detroit, 8.6; Bos-

drifting to and sought to stem the tide. The 
majority of the tribes resented what they 
considered a curtailment of their privileges, 
and refused to acknowledge their errors or 
my right to demand a change in their ways. 

“I was not deposed. [ simply withdrew 
from their councils and cold them that in 
future | would go my way and they could go 
theirs. I am the last of the Botk nses, and 
I was never married. There wae none to 
succeed me, and if they have a King, which 
I] doubt, he will be selected from one of the 
tribes,

The ex-king was asked as to how the gyp- 
fies made their money. : 

“Horse trading was our mainstay.” he 
eaid, “until the troll cars and bicycles 
took the place of the inibee to a great ex- 
tent and made them go cheap there was no 
profit tn handling them. 

"The gypsies are the best horse traders on 
earth. hey travel all over the country. 
and are familiar with all the diseases horse- 
fiesh is heir to. So long as a horse is not 
ewaybacked or has his knees sprung he is 
ell right for trad ne. I do not care how 
poor a horse is, I can fix him up in a short 
time so he will look all right for the time 
being. When their ribs show through their 
hide I feed them from § to 100 ears of corn, 
Using lote of salt on ‘t. The animal drinks 
-Hberally and then swells pp. It gives the 
horse the appearance of flesh. Then we 
‘ginger’ him and he will fool anybody but

The commission concludes its report with 
this observation: 

‘To have good streets the city needs the 
co-operation of the street railway com- 
panies, We have found the grooved rail 
in universal use in all the cities except 
Philadelphia, and it materially helps in the 
maintenance of smooth pavements. In ad- 
ditfon the street Is much pleasanter to drive 
over. Again, a better construction of the 
railway tracks is important to better 
streets. It is impossible to have a good 
street if ties move and joints churn, which 
they will do unless laid on a solid founda- 
t on.’’ 

In the House of Delegates Friday night 
Comptroller Sturgeon had read his answer 
to the House's resolution for funds to in- 


fcrease the police by one Captain, eight ser- 


geants and 100 patrolmen. 

The Comptroller said that the resolution 
was out of the question under the present 
condition of the city’s treasury. 

Delegate Hartmann introduced the ordi- 
nance for @& new garbage contract in the 
House of Delegates Friday night. The or- 
dinance was drawn by Health Commisston- 
er Starkloff and is much stricter in many 
of its provisions than any heretofore sub- 
mitted to the Assembly. 

The contract is to be for six and one-half 
years, dating from July 1, 1898, and there are 
to be daily collections from June 1to Oct. 1 
each year in the residence section of the city. 
If the Assembly chooses it can shorten the 
contract to three and one-half years. 

No one_tn the city is prepared for a short 
term contract except Edward Butler, and

DECISION. 


His Veto Asked by One Set of Prop- 
erty Owners and His Signa- 
ture by Another. 


For three hours Friday afternoon there 
were more men, representing more wealth. 
crowded into the Mayor's office than were 
ever there before. A million dollar check, 
drawn by any one of a half dozen or more, 
would be honored by any bank in St. Louis. 

Prominent among those present -were 
Thomas B. Jones, attorney for A. D. Brown 
and the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co.; Joseph 
G. Linton, representing the Ligett-Myers 
company; Henry L. Rosch, John Gaugher, 
Leo Mozer, Paul Jones, John M. Davis, I. 
N. Miller, James M. Carpenter, represent- 


ing himself and the Lindell heirs: J. D. 
Dobyns, representing the Burns estate; J. 
E. Kaime, slie A. Moffett, Arthur Lee, F. 
A. Drew, Judge Wilbur 8S. Boyle and John 
M. Dickinson, representing the W. W. Cul- 
ver estate. 

The occasion was a public hearing by the 
Mayor on the ordinance to widen Twelfth 
street, from Washington avenue to St. 
Charles street, 

The bill unanimously sed the Boar of 
Public Improvements, the City Council and 
there were but three votes against it in the 
House. 

A majority of those at yesterday’s meet: 
ing put themselves on record as opposed 
to this improvement, and labored earnest- 
ly to show the Mayor why he should veto 
the bill. The lines were drawn between 
the property owners who have built mag- 
nificent business houses on their Twelfth 
street holdings and those who have al- 
lowed tumble-down shanties to remain. 
The latter are decidedly in the majority 
and were represented by Mr. Carpenter, 
Judge Boyle, Mr. Yore, Mr. Dobyns and 
others, while F. A. Drew, the Culvers, 
Arthur Lee for himself, and the Patterson 
heirs, who have built the only houses on 
the street from Market to 8t. Charles that 
are worthy of its magnificent proportions, 
want the street widened, and are willing to 
pay their pro rata, which would be more 
than the other holders, because their prop- 
erty has been made more valuable by im- 
provements. 

The fight against widening the street is 
led by A. D rown, who proposes to bulld 
a large mercantile. house at the southeast 
corner of Twelfth and St. Charles streets, 
and does not wish to have 90 feet cut off 
it for public uses, 

Much the same argument which was used 
while the bill was pending in the House 
was revamped for the Mayor's benefit. 
Mr. Jones, for Mr. Brown, insisted that the 
Board of blic Improvements and Council 
had taken snap ju gmen: on the property 
holders by rughing the bill through without 
consulting them, and while they tried to 
scotch it in the House they were unable 
to do so. It was, therefore, before the 
Mayor as the unanimous act of the legis- 
lative department of the government. 

All of the speakers who tInsisted on the 
bill being vetoed argued that its adoption 
would stifle a great public enterprise; that 
it would take five or six years to complete 
the condemnation proceedings, as they 
would certainly be contested in the courts 
and make it cost the city as many thousand 
dollars as possible, and that the street was 
already too wide and should be narrowed 
to 80 feet. 

The one point most strongly urged was 
that the condemnation costs would well 
nigh impoverish the property owners and 
that they were not able to bear the ex- 
pense, and that it was a hardship which 
the Mayor should not force upon citizens, 
Though they held their Twelfth street 
property at a foot, it was not earning 
enough to pay taxes. 

A photograph of Mr. Brown's new house 
was exhibited. It is an imposing picture, 
and Attorney Jones and others, with dra- 
matic effect, pointed to it and asked the 
Mayor if he was going to permit the city 
to be cheated out of such a stately structure 
simply for the sake of a public improve- 
ment that at best could only serve for a 
better vista of the street. 

“And right there I demand,” Interrupted 
Attorney Dickson, “for you, Mr. Jones, or 
any other man here opposing this public 
improvement, to say frankly to the Mayor 
if it is the pagpene of Mr. Brown to aban- 
2 “— building if this ordinance becomes 
a law?’’ 

Mr. Jones declined to answer one way or 
the other. 

Attorney Arthur Lee sald that In the case 
of ‘“‘Brown aga'nst the city,’’ he represented 
the city. “Or, rather,” he continued, “I 
represent the Twelfth street property own- 
ers and other people in this city, who be- 
lieve in its progress; who believe in lifting 
it from the mud, tearing down its ancient 
rookeries and raising over them buildings 
that stand as monuments to the thrift, the 
intelligence and wealth of this citya# It must 
be a gratifying spectacle, indeed, for a 
Mayor “who was elected on a platform of 
public improvements, which I know and 
every St. uisan believes, to be earnestly 
and sincerely in favor of making good that 
platform, to listen to such an array of the 
property owners of the city, protesting 
against even the improvement of a half a 
block of an !mportant down town street. 
It has been asserted here that Twelfth 
street is too wide, that it should be nar- 
rowed and that the business of all large 
cities is confined to narrow streets. This 
is not true, and Your Honor, who has trav- 
eled much, knows it. State street in Chi- 
cago, the eat artery of that colossa! 
town, is wider than Twelfth street. So is 
Canal street in New Orleans, Market street 
in San Francisco, Pennsylvania avenue in 
Washington, all of which are the main 
business streets of those cities. In ancient 
towns, such as Philadelphia and Boston, I 
know they do business in narrow lanes, but 
in the progressive, wide-awake cities of the 
great West, the people require space, elbow 
room, and they have an eye to the beautifi-
